Powers.

WASHINGTON, July 23.-—Mis- 
sourl is alloted $3,763,453 of the 
$120,000,000 appropriated in the 
emergency relief act for additional 
Federal help on the Federal-aid 
Highway System, according to an 
apportionment of the read fund 
announced by. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Hyde. 

The relief act provides that the 
amount apportioned to any state 
for road construction may be used 
to match the regular annual Fed- 
eral-aid allotments, or in other 
words, that the money may ‘be 
used as though the state had ap- 
propriated its own money to match 
the Federal dollars. The funds are 
available only for work performed 
before July 1, 1938. 

Funds advanced under the re- 
lief act are to be reimbursed to 
the Federal Government over a 
10-year period beginning with the 
fiscal year 1938 by deductions 
from the regular Federal aid ap- 
portionments, 

Could Spend $7,500,000. 

Under the terms of the relief 
act and the apportionment made 
& Missouri could expend more 

than $7,500,000 on roads during 
the present fiscal year. The reg- 
ular Federal aid appropriation in 
the Agricultural Department relief 
bill was §$100,000,000. Missouri 
could use the relief act funds to 
match an equal amount of regular 
Federal aid road funds, and not be- 
gin reimbursing the Federal Treas- 
ury for five years. 

Illinois was alloted $5,082,847 
and Arkansas $2,101,182 in Secre- 
tary Hyde’s apportionment. The 
largest fund alloted to any State 
was the $7,664,621 apportioned to 
Texas. 

The $120,000,000 appropriated 
in the relief act is part of the 6823, 
224,000 provided for public works.

The Governor said he and Young 
had discussed the Lausanne con- 
ference, but Would not indicate the 
trend of their conversations. 

“Did you find that his (Young’s) 
views on the intéer-allied’ debts and 
their relationship to present eco- 
nomic conditions agreed with 
yours?” the Governor was asked. 
He did not answer this: question, 
but his manner, and also that of 
Young, indicated there was at least 
some degree of agreement.

Dispatch From Asuncion Denies 
That Fort Mariscal Has 
Been Captured, 

By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, July. 23.-—Of- 
ficial statements came today from 
both La Paz, Bolivia, and Asuncion, 
Paraguay, in the 50-year-old dis- 
pute over the Chaco territory be- 
tween these countries.. 

From Asuncion came the qharge 
that Bolivia was trying to deceive 
public opinion in claimir& that 
Fort Mariscal had been captured. 
The Paraguayans said they had re- 
captured Fort Antonio Lopez, and 
offered to prove the two forts were 
90 miles apart with Bolivian maps. 

The Paraguayan Government in- 
formed party leaders today that all 
exiles except Communist agitators 
might return. This was construed 
as inviting political support. 

The newspaper Intransigente at 
Salta, Argentina, said Bolivia was 
trucking 100 tons of provisions into 
Villa Monte, Chaco, and was also 
concentrating airplanes there. 

La Paz dispatches said messages 
from all parts of Bolivia pledging 
unconditional support to the Gov- 
ernment “even in the extreme case 
of war with Paraguay” continued 
to pour into the presidential pal-

Steger emphasized the necessity 
for action on the Federal loan as 
soon as possible. The last $200,000 
appropriated for relief by the city 
will be exhausted Aug. 15, he said, 
and unless other funds are re- 
ceived relief agencies will again be 
confronted with the necessity for 
withdrawing assistance to some of 
the 25,000 families now being 
helped. 

Gov. Caulfield was confident the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion would soon be making relief 
loans. “There is nothing more im- 
portant before me,” he said. I 
can go to Washington any time 
that it becomes necessary or prop- 
er for me to be there.” 

The law which authorized the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion to make relief loans provides 
that either states or cities may 
borrow. The Governor would pre- 
fer that the cities assume that re- 
sponsibility, but he was told that 
City Counselor ‘Muench had held 
that St. Louis could not enter into 
a binding agreement to repay the 
loan. Doubt was expressed that 
directors of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation would agrée to a 
loan on that basis. 

Problem of Repayment. 

On the other hand, the Governor 
pointed out that the only means 
proposed by which the States are 
to repay loans is by deductions, 
beginning, in 1935, from appropria- 
tions of Federal funds for road 
building. Missouri will have com- 
pleted its primary road system by 
1934, he said, and would not be 
entitled to Federal road funds un- 
der the conditions which now de- 
termine such advances. 

Meyers pointed out that there 
was at present no Federal legisla- 
tion providing for advances to the 
states for road construction of any 
sort in 1936. On his recent trip 
to Washington, he said, he got the 
impression that this method of re- 
payment was adopted to save the 
administration the embarrassment 
of admitting the necessity for di- 
rect Federal relief, which would 
be described as a dole. 

It was suggested that Congress 
might arrange for technical repay- 
ment of the loans by increasing 
future appropriations of Federal 
funds for construction, and 
making the deductions from the 
increased allotments.

The policemen, now free on bail, 
will be arraigned Monday on the 
first indictments returned by the 
grand jury, which will resume its 
investigation Tuesday. 

Five of the defendants are 
Brad- charged with first degree man- 
slaughter.

Stark’s body was ordered ex- 
humed on Monday for a closer 
study, it was understood, of the 
marks of the beating he suffered. 
An autopsy, performed before the 
body was buried, showed a crushed 
larynx caused his death. 

The exhumation was reported or- 
dered in an effort to learn just 
how the larynx was crushed. 

Dr. Otto H. Schultze, who per- 
formed the autopsy, has testified 
the fracture might have been 
caused by pressure of a thumb. 

Assistant District Attorney Mar- 
tin W. Littleton said he overheard 
Deputy Police Chief Frank Tappen 
tell about standing with one foot 
on the neck of a prisoner and 
rocking back and forth. Tappen 
Genied having said that. 

Stark died a week ago today aft- 
er being questioned about an as- 
sault upon Mrs, Valerie Hizenski, 
mother of a Nassau County detec- 
tive. The detective, Joseph Hizen- 
ski, was among those indicted for 
assault. 

Those accused of manslaughter 
are Deputy Chief Tappen, Lieut.

Defense attorneys indicated they 
would seek a postponement of the 
trial, for which a special term of 
Supreme Court will be convened. 


TENNESSEE DEMOCRATS FIGHT 
OVER VOTE HERDING CHARGES 


State Primary Board Warns Crump 
in Memphis. 
By the Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 23.— 
After bitter oratory, punctuated by 
an outbreak of fighting in the 
aisles, the Democratic State pri- 
mary board decided today to nul- 
lify votes of Negroes “herded” to 
the polls in the gubernatorial pri- 
mary of Aug. 4. The resolution 
adopted was aimed primarily at the 
Shelby County (Memphis) political 
organization headed by Congress 
man Edward H. Crump, and was 
adopted by a viva voce vote After 
a milder substitute had been re- 
jected, 18 to 10. 

Will Gerber, Assistant Attorney- 
General of Shelby County and a 
member of the group organization, 
asked “who are some of those they 
brought here to make this fignt?’’ 
Then he proceeded to list the 
names of several from Memphis. 
Alien McNamara, a coatiess individ- 
ual who was one of those named, 
came charging down the aisle to- 
ward Gerber, but before he could 
reach his objective was seized 
around the neck by Magistrate 
Louis Morris of Memphis. Ad- 
jutant-Géneral Boyd of the Tennes- 
see National Guard grappled with 
Morris, and Joe V. W dis- 
armed a man who was trying to 
raise a chair. Joe Hanover, also 
named by Gerber, arose and be-- 
gan shouting, “You're a liar,” and 
“ballot thief” at Gerber. 

The resolution declared that if 
primary officers “in Shelby or any 
other county” allow Negroes to be 
“herded and voted by the ihou- 
gancs” in the party primary “in 
the face of the common and uni- 
versal knowledge that they beiong 
to and compose a part and parcel 
of the Republican party,” when the 
board meets after the .primary to 
certify the nominee it will, in event 
of a contest, “deem this to be brima 
facie evidence of fraud, and throw 
out such votes.

Opposed to Partial Program. 

“No partial, Incomplete, program, 
leaving unsettled. problems hang- 
ing over would justify either re- 
duction or cancellation. There ft 
no altruism on the part of Gov- 
ernments» Nothing could be better 
illustrative of that than the im- 
perial conference at Ottawa, It is 
natural that it should be se, In- 
dividuals may practice altruism. 
But when you are dealing with the 
public Interests and public rights, 
the interest of the public is the 
criterion, . 

Those who urge that the repara- 
tion settlement justifies reduction 
or cancellation, do not, it seems 
to me, give proper weight and con- 
sideration to the disturbing effect 
of other unsettled problems, The 
taxpayers of this country at one 
time cancelled some $6,000,000,000 
of this debt upon the theory that 
it. Would restore economic condi. 
tions in Europe and greatly bene- 
fit the United States, But their 
hopes were not realized. Too many 
of the war problems were left un- 
settled. 

“I know of no way to bring 
about or bring into effect a pro- 
gram such as would justify tha re- 
duction or cancellation of the debts), 
and bring about a better condition, 
economically and financially, than 
by means of an economic and mon- 
etary conference, a . conference 

hich would be permitted to deal 

ith reparations and debts, disarm- 
ament, the re-establishment of the 
gold standard (31 nations now be- 
ing off the gold standard), the sta- 
bilisation of silver in the Orient, 
and possibly other questions. I do 
not overlook tariffs, but these will, 
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armament. 

“A disarmament conference is in 
the highest sense an economic con- 
ference, The vast burden of arma- 
ments eating up the earnings of 
the taxpayers in the respective 
countries, drawing constantly from 
the reservoir of credit which 
should go to trade and commerce, 
constitutes an all but insuperable 
barrier to the restoration of that 
confidence which is the basis of 
economic recovery. It seems to me

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Proposed railroad rate cutting 

sugar and coffee imports to the 
Middle West is regarded here as 
the first big gun in a mass cam- 
paign to drive the. barge hae off 
the rivers. 

Shippers here have been in- 
formed ot plans for reductions of 
12% cents a hundred pounds on 
coffee ald as much as 24 cents a 


hundred pounds on sugar imports 
through New Orleans. 

It is believed the reductions were 
discussed at a conference of South- 
eastern lines last Wedhesday in At- 
lanta. It is expected that com- 
peting rail lines will follow th: two 
taking the initiative, that propor- 
tionate reductions will be proposed 
on those commedities to Kansas 
City, Chicago and other cities in 
this territory, and that these uts 
will be met by the Eastern. lines 
in reductions on imports through 
New York. 

The action strikes directly at a 
mainstay, in upstream tonnage and 
in revenue, of both Federal and 
private barge lines of the ower 
Mississippi. Sugar and coffee are 
eminently suitable to barge trans- 
portation, and the bulk of both 
has traveled to St. Louis by river. 
It is computed on the basis of 
relatively exact figures that 30,000 


tons of coffee and 275,000 tons o 
sugar reached St. Louis 
in the first six months of 1932. 


Protest by Barge Line Officers. 

Becoming public yesterday, the 
plans met immediate protest by 
barge line officers, by St. Louis 
business men who have found that 
only cheap river transportation 
supplementing rail service enabled 
them to maintain inland industry 
against seacoast and lake competi- 
tion, and by the powerful ship- 
pers’ organization, the Mississippi 
Valley Association, through _ ite 
general counsel, former Congress- 
man Cleveland A. Ne n. 

The Federal barge lines have 
generally foregone resistance to 
rate cuts, relying on the fact that 
water. transportation is inherently 
cheaper than rail, and it is ex- 
pected that, if the reductions ac- 
tually obtain the sanction of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
the Federal lines will simply meet 
them on the basis 6f the 20 per 
cent saving which the barge lines 
offer shippers generally in come 
parison with prevailing rail rates. 

An immediate suspension of the 
rates, however, will be demanded 
by the Misstssip pi Barge Line Co., 
the principal privately owned line, 
when application is filed with the 
commission, it was learned. This 
would retain the current rates in ef- 
fect pending acommission hearing 
where the barge line could present 
its objections: Whether or not the 
private line will be joined in its 

rotest by the Federal agency, it

Rail Plea for More Freedom. 

St. Louis waterway advocates 
have noted with some interest that, 
on the day of the Atlanta confer- 
ence, the Association of Railway 
Executives met in New York and 
broadcast a plea for more freedom 
in competition. The statement cit- 
ed certain restrictions, but it 
seemed to local observers to hint 
at two objectives: Immediately,

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PRISON CAMP KILLING 
CONDEMNED BY BOARD 


Florida Hearing Results in De- 
mand for Vigorous Prosecu- 
tion of Murder Charge. 


By the Associated Press.

orous prosecution of two Florida 
camp officials for the alleged tor- 
ture” murder.of Arthur Maillefert, 
19-year-old New Jersey convict, 
was demanded tonight by the 
Board of State Institutions. 

The demand was made following 
an exhaustive inquiry into prison 
conditions, during which approxi- 
mately 80 convicts at the Sunbeam 
road camp near Jacksonville, where 
Maillefert died, were questioned by 
the board. 

More than a score of convicts 
testified they. had seen Maillefert 
and other prisoners brutally beat- 
en or otherwise mistreated, while 
most of the others declared they 
themselves had not. been cruelly 
handled and had seen no such 
treatment accorded others. 

Nathan Mayo, head of the board, 
said results of the investigation led 
them to“ insist the prison camp 
authorities be prosecuted to the 
limit. 

Two Murder Charges. 

Capt. George Courson and Solo- 
mon Higginbotham, a guard, were 
indicted for first-degree murder by 
the Duval County grand jury at 
Jacksonville féllowing the death of 
Maillefert, who was found stran- 
gled in a “sweat box” with heavy 
stocks clamped on his feet and a 
chain fastened from his neck to a 
rafter. Courson and Higginbotham 
maintained Maillefert committed 
suicide. 

A new development in the case 
was brought out through testimony 
given by Bob Blake, serving an 11- 
year sentence from Duval County 
for robbery. 

Persuaded by board members to 
tell his story, Blake said that the 
“suicide story was a frameup” and 
that he was the “go-between” for 
Courson and “helped frame the 
story for him.” 

“Maillefert met his death,“ Blake 
said, ““‘beeause he was exhausted, 
fainted and fell forward in the 
Sweat box and was strangled to 
death by the chain before help 
could reach him.” 

Beaten With Hose. 

James Travis, serving 12 years 
from Dade County for 
testified he saw Courson beat Mail- 
lefert with a three-inch water hose 
“until Maillefert sank to the 
ground.” 

“He beat him from head to foot.“ 
Travis said, and when Maillefert 
cried and pleaded for help, he 
laughed and cursed him and beat 
him some more. Later some of 
the prisoners told me we would be 
‘taken care of if we would say Mail- 
lefert committed suicide., It was 
impossible for the kid to have 
committed suicide.” 

Testimony that he had been 
beaten while serving at another 
camp near Crawfordville also was 
given by Travis. He gaid Capt. H. 
L. Green there had held a gun on 
him while two men named Sullivan 
and Kelly beat and kicked him. 
Such treatment was given him, he 
said, “because I was accused of 

bringing in an auger.“

Congress Leaves Huge Program to Be Carried 
Out Including Relief and Home Loan 
Bank Legislation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 23.-—Ex- 


ploring pathways of economy and 


launching huge new enterprises are 
keeping the Federal Government 
high-keyed as never before at the 
end of a session of Congress. 

The task of spreading Federal 
relief. for destitution and creating 
new employment is getting under 
way, and probably will be in act- 
ual operation before the next week 
is out. Plans are being fashioned 
to institute a system that will re- 
lieve pressure on the home owner. 
Bat the biggest job of ali for 
Government workers, from Cabinet 
members to file clerks, is getting 


down to a program of scrimping 


and saving, Many are finding that 
it can be done without loss of ef- 
ficiency. 

Congress adjourned a week ago 
today. The national economy bil) 
was already legally in effect but 
its application, hampered by count- 
less technicalities, 
slowly. The $2,122,000,000 relief 
bill and the $125,000,000 home 
loan bank bill were left on Presi- 
dent Hoover’s desk and have since 
been signed. 

~ Appointments Still to Be Made. 
The President. still has to ap- 
point men to handle these tre- 
mendous tasks but many branches 
of the Government have deen 
drawn into consultation to map 
out their execution, and there is 
likely to be little loss of time. 
Into this already busy week was 
injected signing of the St. Law 
rence waterway treaty with Can- 
ada, charter for a giant enterprise 
of still unmeasured significance in 
its eventual opening of the Mid- 
west to ocean commerce.

Many Requests for Relief Loans. 

Applications were already pour- 
ing in from states and cities for 
loans out of the $300,000,000 set 
apart for relief of destitution, but 
on even a larger scale plans were 
afoot for getting under way self- 
sustaining construction by states, 
counties, cities and semi- public 
agencies, out of the grand total of 
$1,500,000,000 which the recon- 
struction unit is empowered to 
raise and lend for the purpose. 

Five men are to be chesen to 
head the directing board of the 
home loan bank system. This en- 
terprise, designed to absorb real 
estate paper and release fresh cap- 
ital for mortgages and new con- 
struction, probably will be linked 
closely either to the Reconstructjon 
Corporation or the Commenge De- 
partment. It is one of Mr. Hon- 
ver's long-time dreams, which he 
has spoken for perhaps as often- 
as any new enterprise of govern- 
ment. He is expected, therefore, 
to give it much personal attention. 

The economy act already has 
resulted in the merger of all Gov- 
ernment radio activities under the 
Radio Commission, by presidential 
order. More such mergers are to 
follow. It also has placed 500,000

Borah Proposal Taken in London 
as Awakened U. S. Opinion. 


LONDON, July 23.—Unofficial 
Whitehall opinion tonight wel-

today that their original outlay was 
in many cases returned ten-fold. 

Edward N. Hurley, chairman of 
the Chicago Citizens’ Committee 
which led the way in bringing the 
conventions here, said: “Merchants, 
hotel proprietors, taxicab compa- 
nies—the firms that pledged con- 
tributions to the convention funds, 
“are fulfilling their guarantees 98 
per cent. That means both parties 
will get all the money we prom- 
ised, and most of it has been paid. 

A statement from the Congress 
Hotel, convention headquarters for 
both parties, said: “Our business 
during the conventions was * 
best in the 30 years of the hote 
existence. The hotel was filed 
capacity and hundreds of guests 
were turned away.” 

Reports from the city’s two larg- 
est taxicab companies, which guar- 
anteed $12,000 to the Citizens’ 
Committee fund, were even more 
prosperous. One estimated its 
extra revenue at $72,000 and the 
other at about the same. 

Downtown department stores and 
smaller hotels outside the loop en- 
pressed some dissatisfaction. 

Hurley was emphatic in denying 
reports that Chicago would be un- 
able to make good its guarantee to 
defray the expenses of the conven- 
tions. 

“We agreed to pay the Republic- 
ans’ expenditures up to $150,000,” 
he said. “Already $110,000 has 
been paid and bookkeepers are 
figuring out how much more we 
owe. The same holds true for the 
Democrats. They were promised 
$150,000 and hall rent. We have 
paid $140,000 to them and the hall 
rent of $12,000 is settled. They re- 
ceived about $60,000 in contribu- 
tions, the donors of which received 
box seats.

Great Britain Not Prepared 
Either to Lead Or to Follow. 
Declares. Former Premier. 
While Other Countries Have 
Amiable Attitude to Move- 
ment but Are Afraid to 
‘Weaken Their Defenses.

LONDON, July 23. 

HE bold scheme for world disarmament 
1 put forward by President Hoover on June 

22 for consideration by the disarmament 
conference in Geneva has been embraced so 
warmly by the armed nations of the world 
that it cannot get a move on. 

Let us hope the President appreciates this 
“bear’s hug.” It is fair to admit that two 
or three among the strongest nations have 
taken no trouble to disguise their hostility. 
France and Japan are definitely antagonistic, 
The British attitude is more subtle. It sug- 
gests alternatives unpalatable equally to 
France and the United States. , 

The treatment which the Hoover proposals 
received adds one more item to the long list 
of sickening disappointments, deferred hopes 
and lost opportunities which have accompa- 
nied every discussion on this subject since the 
original provision for world disarmament was 
laid down in the Treaty of Versailles. 

The nations that are now. on top largely 
because of their irresistible armaments have 
no intention of disarming. Japan defied the 
world in China. France had her way at 
Lausanne. Neither means to surrender its 
dominance. 

At first it seemed that the Hoover pro- 
posals were really bringing new life to the 
disarmament discussions. At the time when 
they were made, the jaded and muddled con- 
ference which had been tatking incessantly 
since thesend of January, seemed likely to 
fade’ out in utter futility. 

Nations in Three Groups. 

Military and naval experts had only too 
well succeeded in their aim of diverting the 
thoughts ‘of the conference from big issues 
and bold solutions to haggling over formu- 
las, whieh barely concealed the intention to 
impedé real progress. 

“When is a battleship a defensive weap- 
on?” 

That was asked at one of these meetings. 
The reply of an expert was: 

“When it is flying the British or American 
Hag!“ 

The Hoover proposals faced the conference 
with a challenge, and reminded it if its real 
intention as disarmament, the way to 
achieve this was to disarm. The challenge 
revealed that those present were divided into 
three groups. 
| First came the people who sincerely wished 
disarmament. These are the nations living 
next door to more powerfully armed. neigh- 
bors. 

They are more numerous and less powerful 
than, secondly, those who have not the 
slightest intention of undertaking any serious 
disarmament. 

Thirdly, there were those who viewed the 
question with amiable good will, but were 
afraid to commit themselves to anything real- 
ly concrete lest it weaken their respective 
‘| countries: beyond: the point of safety.

A fortnight later the British Government 
published its own proposals for world dis- 
armament. These turned out to be much 
weaker in a number of respects than those 
advanced by the President. 

Mr. Hoover proposes one-third reduction in 
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the strength of land armies over and above 


‘police components“ allowed Germany after 
the war—which were in her case a force of 
100,000 for a population of 65,000,000. 


Britain’s Small Army. 

With this prjnciple the British had no quar- 
rel, for our own army has long since been 
reduced far below this standard. Immediate- 
ly after the war we abolished conscription 
and cut down effectives. Today our army of 
200,000 has to do duty not only in Britain 
with its 45,000,000 people, but throughout an 
empire of 400,000,000 people. 

We have no desire for a large standing 
army, partly because our principal weapon 
for national defense is the navy, and partly 
because there is in this country a deep-rooted 
traditional antipathy td a standing army, 
which is regarded as a possible tool with 
which autocracy may menace our free insti- 
tutions. 

France, however, is by no means prepared 
to cut down her army on the Hoover scale. 
Her army is her principal defense force, and 


national tradition associates it with the fise 


of the first republic and the far-flung tri- 
umphs of Napoleon. At the moment it is, 
despite the League covenant and the Kellogg 
pact, the ultimate weapon of French diploma- 
cy in European affairs. 

But few understand what a gigantic army 
it is. Nominally the French have a military 
force of about 520,000 men. This is the 
peace army. Behind this, they have in re- 
serve 4,000,000 trained men. 


French Strength, German Weakness: 

If war should be declared, every man can

the world at its present temper. 

The French answer would be: “What 
about the red and brown armies of Germany? 
You must add their numbers to those of 
the German standing army.” 

But these so-called armies have few if any 
rifles. They have no guns, light or heavy. 
They could not stand against a single fully- 
equipped French division for a single day. 
An army without modern equipment is no 
better than rabble. 

It is true that, in addition to a reduction 
of a third in armies, President Hoover calls 
for abolition of tanks and large caliber mobile 
guns. What does he mean by a gun of large 
caliber? 

The “Big Gun” Question. 

The British program suggests that all guns 
over 6.1 inches should be forbidden. In the 
great war, the 5.9 guns of the German army 
and the 6.0 inch guns and howitzers of the 
French and British were the most terrible de- 
structive weapons in the field. For that rea- 
son, Germany was stripped of her 5.9-inchers 
by the Versailles Treaty. 

In the sphere of naval disarmament, there 
is a marked difference between the Hoover 
proposals and those advanced by Great Brit- 
ain. Here, Britain is just as stubborn as the 
French are about their army. 

A compromise ought to be possible, but 
unfortunately all we have are moments of 
deadlock. Some advance might be made if 
there were applied in the field of naval arma- 
ments the same principle which the Presi- 
dent has put forward regarding land arma- 
ments: a conception of a basic naval force 
related to coastline and naval responsibilities 
of each country. 

It must be added that since Japan refuses 
to contemplate further naval disarmament, 
any progress in this sphere—whether on the 


basis of American or British proposals—is at 


the moment highly problematical. 

By, the time these lines appear in print, 
the disarmament conference will stand ad- 
journed after having adopted a series ot reso- 
lutions which may perhaps record good will 
to the Hoover proposals. Otherwise, they 
will go no further regarding definite conelu- 
sions than those reached in the discussions up 
to this time.

Doubled in a Century. 

Official statistics show that dur- 
ing the nineteenth century the 
population of contindital Europe 
doubled—from 200 to 400 mil- 
lions, In 1910 it exceeded 447,- 
000,000, and between that year 
and 1920, despite the fact that 
the World War claimed 24,000,- 
000 civilian. and military lives, 
there was an increase of 13,000,- 
000. The last decade added 50,- 
000,000 more and the birth-rate’ 
is rising in many places, 

Attempts to attribute the unem- 
ployment crisis, in part, to the 
rapidly growing population, thus 
far have failed. . Europe has an 
average density of 125 persons per 
square mile; the United States has 
38 and Australia and New Zea- 
land, whose territory like that of 
the United States, is wonderfully 
rich in natural resources, have 
but 13.

For three years the 7600 national banks 
will be permitted to deliver such bonds to the 
Treasury and receive in return bank notes in the 
ratio of $95 in notes for every $100 in bonds. This 
permission will open the way to à potential increase 
of $995,000,000 in the amount of bank notes outstand- 
ing and will theoretically enable our national banks 
to meet the credit demands of their respective com- 
munities by obtaining bond-backed notes from the 
Treasury. : 

The most obvious comment whieh can be made 
upon this provision is that it is not needed. Even 
Senator Glass, who introduced the plan, declared that 
it was not necessary. The national banks already

Extension of the note fasue 
power of the national banks can have little effect 
on the total situation. When business revives, Fed- 
eral Reserve currency will automatically expand to 
care for the needs of business. Nothing can be ac- 
complished by attempting to induce such a revival by 
forcing more money into circulation. The causation 
runs the other way.

We say that because little else can be done until that 
is settled. It ig the subject of interminable debate 
in Congress. It keeps the people in constant agita- 
tion. Until it is segtled, the intolerable conditions 
of corruption and lawlessness will continue. With 
that issue out of the way, Congress and the President 
can concentrate on the other problems which are 
pressing.

Thomas Jefferson suggested the application of three 
questions to every candidate for office: is he honest, 
is he capable, is he faithful to the Constitution? Mr. 
Jefferson had in mind, of course, the original Consti- 
tution, with its guarantees of state and individual 
rights, and the restriction of the powers of Federal 
Government. All that has been changed by the eight- 
eenth amendment. We would suggest another for- 
mula to be applied to each candidate: is he honest, is 
he capable, is he against Federal prohibition? 

We would not urge voters to support any candi- 
date solely because he is against Federal prohibition, 
but that is not necessary. In the list of candidates 
for both parties there are honest and capable men 
who are outspoken opponents of Federal prohibition, 
and the outspoken opponents of Federal prohibition 
are the only candidates who can be trusted. Evasive, 
wabbling, straddling candidates ought to be defeated. 
We have had enough of them. We ought to put an 
end to the cowardice and hypocrisy which have ruled 
many members of Congress. We must have Senators 
and Representatives who stand foursquare, or we 
will soon have an end of honest, efficient government, 
in accord with the popular will.

A Reckoning—12 Years of Republican Rule 


URING the coming campaign the 
Democrats will proclaim from every 
platform that the Republicans are re- 
sponsible for the hard times. The question 
which I shall venture to examine here is 
in what sense and in what degree this 
charge can fairly be brought. 
It is not an easy question to answer. For 
it is not enough to point out the devastating 
contrast between the Republican promises 


in 1928 and the hard actualities of unem- “ 


ployment, deficits, and bankruptcies in 1932. 
If, for example, the causes of the trouble 
lay in circumstances over which the Re- 
publican ‘party had had no control, if the 
country had been visited by a calamity of 
nature or by unpredictable misfortunes orig- 
inating in the outer world, all that fairly 
could be said about the promises of 1928 
would de that they were foolish. 

Since men are hungry in the presence of 
unsalable surpluses of all desirable com- 
modities, it is clear enough that the coun- 
try has not suffered a calamity of nature 
but a breakdown in the management of its 
wealth. Our guestion, then, is whether the 
‘breakdown can justly be ascribed in a de- 
cisive sense to policies which the Repub- 
lican party has sponsored during its 12 
years of power. In answering this ques- 
tion in the affirmative it is not necessary 
to show that the Democratic party would 
have avoided the breakdown or that it now 
knows how to mend it. The fact is that 
the Republican party has ruled the coun- 
try during the whole post-war era. It has 
ruled it with certain policies. 

For what must concern us most of all 
is not the outcome of the next election, nor 
the fate of individual candidates, but the 
controlling ideas of the post-war era. We

Other Changes Pending. 

“Since the adoption of the Con- 
stitution, 24 amendments have been 
submitted to the states by two- 
thirds vote of both houses of Con- 
gress, and 19 of them have been 
ratified by the states. All were 
submitted to the Legislatures of the 
states. The Supreme Court has 
ruled repeatedly that it is in the 
sole discretion of Congress to de- 
termine the mode of ratification of 
a proposed amendment; whether by 
Legislatures or conventions; and 
the former method has always 
been chosen. 

“Two proposed amendments, the 
child-labor amendment and the 
Norris ‘lame duck’ proposal, are 
now going the rounds of the Legis- 
latures, Congress having decided 
that each of these should be sub- 
mitted to the law-making bodies 
direct for ratification. 

“There is only one instance on 
record where a convention in any 
state has acted on a proposed 
amendment to thé Federal Consti- 
tution. 
check the course of secession, Con- 
gress proposed an amendment to 
protect the institution of slavery, 
in the states, against future inter- 
ference by Congress. The Legisla- 
tures of Ohio and Maryland rati- 
fied this proposal. [Illinois held a 
delegate convention which ratified 
it. As the amendment failed of 
adoption, the action of Illinois was 
not tested in court. Other de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court indi- 
cate clearly that it would have held 
Illinois’ action a nullity, as Congress 
had expressly submitted the amend- 
ment for action by the Legislatures. 

Use of the convention plan of 
ratification has beep discussed by 
Congress in connection with the 
submission of the thirteenth, fif- 
teenth, sixteenth and eighteenth 
amendments. In each case, there 
was an almost unanimous decision 
not to employ it. 

“The arguments on this matter 
have been about the same each 
time. Those who favor submission 
direct to the Legislatures have ar- 
gued that the Legislatures are chos- 
en for the duty of passing on such 
amendment proposals,. along with 
their other duties; that they are the 
chosen representatives of the peo- 
ple of the states in all matters of 
government, local or Federal, which 
come within the State’s province; 
the prompt action is assured and 
expense avoided by that mode.

In 1861. in an attempt to

In the membership of the lower 
house the rural regions predomi- 
nate. Of the House’s 150 members, 
the city of St. Louis and Jackson 
County (Kansas City), which to- 
gether have 35.6 per cent of the 
State’s population, have only 29 
members, or 19.3 per cent of the 
representation. In the State Sen- 
ate the city of St. Louis and Jack- 
son County have eight of the 34 
Senators, or 23.5 per cent. 


Missouri's Problem. 


There is no political districting in 
Missouri at present which approxi- 
mates a fair representation as to 
population. The State senatorial 
districts, laid out in 1901 as a par- 
tisan measure, and very unequal in 
population even then, now vary 
from 48,000 to 254,000. A new dis- 
tricting. which would have created 
districts of approximately 100,000 
population each, was lately over- 
turned by the Democratic majority 
of the State Supreme Court. 

In past wet-dry contests in Mis- 
souri, the drys have profited by the 
predominance of the rural sections 
in the Legislature, while the wets 
have found their strength concen- 
trated heavily in a few city dis- 
tricts, where its surplus force has 
gone to waste. 

It would be within the power of 
the Legislature, in calling a con- 
vention, to adopt a new and equita- 
ble system of representation, or to 
use a proportional representation 
plan, by which the votes of the 
larger districts should have greater 
weight than those of the smaller 
ones. 

As Judge McDonald has pointed 
out, the Missouri Legislature of 
1935 will probably be the one 
which will have to pass upon this 
matter, unless a special session 
should be called earlier. What the 
wet-dry status of the Legislature 
will be by that time, and whether 
it will be disposed to give both 
sides a scrupulously fair chance in 
the convention, can be only matter 
of speculation at this time.

NEW TORK. 
FTER spending 14 
months in the heart 
of equatorial Af- 
4 rica, during which 
she crossed the 
Dark Continent 
alone from the At- 
lantic to the Indian 
Ocean, and for more 
than 10 months 
didn't see a white woman, Miss Emily 
Hahn, formerly of St. Louis, has re- 
turned to the United States convinced 
that living and traveling in Africa is 
a safe and pleasant way to spend time, 
even for a young and attractive white 
woman. 

“Most explorers and others who 
travel in the African jungle exaggerate 
the dangers, says Miss Hahn. They 
do it, I supposc, to magnify their own 
accomplishments. But it’s really very 
simple and safe and not nearly as un- 
comfortable as you might think. The 
big game country is so well traveled 
and policed and the natives are so 
tractable that a woman can travel 
there alone with more safety than she 
could hike through Kansas. 

Miss Hahn, who was born in St. 
Louis 27 years ago and attended pub- 
lic school there, later moved with her 
family to Chicago, and was graduated 
from the University of Wisconsin as a 
geologist and engineer. She practiced 
these professions for a time before 
taking up a career of writing. She 
has since published two books, ‘‘Seduc- 
tio ad Absurdum and a novel, Be- 
ginner’s Luek.“ She is the author of 
a number of short stories, one of 
which was honored with a place in 


O' Brien's Best Short Stories of 1930.’’ - 


It was while visiting in London a 
few years ago gathering material for 
a book that she first conceived the idea 
of going to Africa. She was attending 
a party at a friend’s home one evening 
where one of the guests was a man 
who had spent a number of years in 
Africa as a British official. His de- 
scriptions of Africa excited Miss 
Hahn's curiosity. At the same time, 
however, he was inclined to emphasize 
the dangers of living there, and some 
of the stories he told were so horrific 
that Miss Hahn was inclined to chide 
him for pulling a long bow.

Arie.“ 

“All right,“ replied Miss Hahn, III 
go there and find out for myself. If 
it’s half as exciting and interesting as 
you say, it’s well worth a visit. 

And six months later, with very lit- 
tle preliminary preparation, Miss Hahn 
set out for Africa. On Christmas of 
1930 she sailed from Europe for the 
Congo district. She sailed up the 
Congo River to Stanleyville, a fairly 
large town in the interior of the Bel- 
gian Congo. From there, by means of 
native dugouts, in which she traveled 
alone with the black oarsmen, she con- 
tinued on her way to Penge, a small 
native village on the Ituri River at the 
very edge of the great Ituri Forest. 

The natives here are the Bangwama, 
who speak the Kingwana dialect, 
which is the official trade language“ 
of Africa. This dialect shows strong 
influence of the Arats, who for centu- 
ries have been traders in Africa, and 
it is a sort of universal African dialect, 
with which many tribes are familiar. 
Miss Hahn decided to stay in Penge, 
at least long enough to learn this dia- 
lect. But she found the village so in- 
teresting that she actually stayed there 
10 months before moving on toward 
the East and the Indian Ocean. 

Although she occasionally saw a 
white man, she saw no white woman in 
all the 10 months she remained at 
Penge. Her house was a large two- 
room dwelling, made of a sort of adobe 
clay. There was a large porch and the 
roof was made of leaves, which are 

changed every six months, because they 
dry out and begin to crumble at that 
time. 

My house was different from the 
more primitive native huts,’ says Miss 
Hahn, because it was a ‘white man’s’ 
house; that is, the kind of house the 
natives put up in practically every vil- 
lage especially to accommodate white 
men passing through. So, you see, 
even in the heart of Africa, you'll find 
what amounts to a chain of hotels 
especially built to take care of white 
travelers, and no rent is charged.” 

Her house was at the edge of the 
village, and from her front porch she 
commanded a view of the native dwell- 
ings and the Ituri River. There was 
a small cleared space at the back of 
her dwelling, inclosed by a fence to 
form a back yard. Beyond that was 
the primeval Ituri rest.

Various 
people bled him for money. They 
asked him for it and he gave it to 
them, and when they wanted larger 
sums, they threatened him with vague 
charges, hinted at conspiracies against 
him. 

The truth was the old man had no 
conception of the changed character 
of the city. He was living still in a 
simpler, earlier Chicago. And he had 
no concept of large sums of money. 
The West Harrison street neighbor- 
hood was infested with a variety of 
shady figures who drifted in and out 
of his house. It was inevitable that 
sooner or later he should become seri- 
ously involved. 

In 1915 a detective named Reiman 
obtained a judgment against Captain 
Morrison for $90,000 for supposed 
services rendered in obtaining the re- 
turn of certain bonds. It was alto- 
gether a very mysterious transaction. 
And the Captain's dander was up. He'd 
be blankety-blanked, he said, if he'd 
pay one cent. He secured as his at- 
torney James R. Ward, who suggested 
a legal device, whereby Morrison could 
escape the judgment, or at least evade 
payment, while the possibility of ap- 
peal to the higher courts was consid- 
ered. Captain Morrison wanted to car- 
ry *he case as high as possible. But 
meanwhile he followed Ward's plan, 
which was to turn over to Ward a deed 
for alt nis property * 


It was here that the will of 
the elder Morrison came 
into the legal setup. That 
document provided that if 
Captain. Morrison should 
die childless, then 

the Morrison fortune 
should go to the 
School Board of the 

city for educational 
purposes. The Cap- 

tain had no children, 

and therefore if he 
wanted to acquire 

the estate outright 

in fee simple, it 

would be necessary 

to adopt children. 

This was Lawyer 
Ward's interpreta- 

tion of the will. 

Lawyer Ward was 
most obliging. He 
went so far as to 
furnish two girls for 
Captain Morrison to 
adopt. They were 
Alice and Margaret 
Burnstein, 10 and 16 
years old, respectively, at the 
time the adoption proceedings 
were gone through with. They 
were the daughters of a junk 
dealer, Joseph Burnstein, and 
when the legal requirements 
were complied with, they went to 
live with the Captain on West Har- 
rison. This was in 1917. The news 
was made public and the two girls 
were photographed in endearing poses 
with the Captain. But it was a bit 
primitive, for Morrison still drew wa- 
ter from a well at the back of the 
house, and there were neither electric 
lights nor gas. 

It was not to last very long, this 
arrangement. There were dark legal 
clouds on the horizon. The detective, 
Reiman, filed a petition of bankruptcy 
against Morrison for having trans- 
ferred all of his property to Ward. 
Judge Landis heard the case and made 
a thorough investigation of the whole 
transaction with Reiman. But before 
this could even be completed, two sec- 
ond cousins of Morrison filed a peti- 
tion to have the old man adjudged a 
spendthrift. They were grandchildren 
of one of Morrison's uncles and they 
took this action as potential heirs to 
the estate. Asa result of this petition 
a conservator was appointed. What 
with this action and the fact that Ward

still held a deed to all his property, 
Morrison for two years was virtually 
penniless, living on credit and charity. 
The Chicago papers called him the 
*‘millionless millionaire. 

In the meantime, a trust company, 
acting in the interests of the School 
Board, had filed proceedings to have 
the deed to Ward set aside. The legal 
wood was by now so thick that it was 
difficult to see the trees. This dragged 
on for months. It concluded with

They had remained with 
their foster father for sev- 
eral weeks, leaving at about 
the time that the bankruptcy 
proceedings were filed. Their 
father, Joseph Burnstein, 
testified several times. Once 
he said that his wife, on her 
deathbed, has confessed to 
him that Morrison was the 
real father of the two girls. 
Later he professed to disbe- 
lieve this, but insisted that 
his wife had made such a 
deathbed statement. 

In the course of one court 
action to recover title to the 
property from Ward, the old 
Captain lost his temper alto- 
gether, and the courtroom 
was treated to some real 

seafaring language. Now don't you 
know that you've been stripped of all 
your property?” the attorney for the 
other side kept insisting. And then 
Morrison flared up. No, by blankety- 
blank, I don't know any such blank 
thing, and I'll fight you blankety- 
blanks until the last blankety-blank- 
blank dog is hung. Somewhere in the 
midst of this the Judge’s gavel fell, 
but the old man was deaf to this 
sound and the Captain's fulminations

only died away as his anger subsided. 

Toward the close of 1919 Morrison 
retained Lewis Jacobson as his attor- 
ney. The conservator was removed. 
It was ar- 
ranged with the trustee in bankruptcy 
that Morrison should receive $100 a 
month. Morrison transferred his prop- 
erty to the Chicago Title and Trust 
Company. The annual rentals on his 
property were increased to $140,000. 
And still the old man was not in the 
clear. 

Jacobson initiated a suit to construe 
the will of James M. Morrison, and the 
court held that the gift to the city of 
Chicago was void and that Morrison 
did own the estate outright. The Cap- 
tain's next move was to draw up a will, 
leaving the bulk of his fortune to 
found the Morrison Home for the Aged 
in Chicago, a shelter to receive any 
poor old man or woman, without re- 
strictions of any kind. From then 
until his death, while there were occa- 
sional court appearancés, the old man 
was comparatively free from legal har- 
assments. He was one of Chicago's 
characters, On his birthdays he was 
interviewed and photographed and the 
little house on West Harrison street, 
in the shadow of the slums, was de- 
scribed all over again. Then he died 
at the age of 94. 


legal maneuvers. The adopted 

Burnsteins, now Mrs. Alice Schenk- 
er and Mrs. Margaret Brown, came for- 
ward with a claim. Captain Morrison's 
will left $100,000 to blood heirs, sec- 
ond, third and fourth cousins. There 
were 16 to share this bequest. Fifteen 
were content with this provision. The 
sixteenth started legal action. And in 
stepped a new claimant, William E. 
Foulkes. He claimed that he was the 
legitimate son of Morrison, that by 
chance the relationship had been dis- 
closed, that gradually he had pieced 
together the true story of his life. 

Foulkes sought to prove that he had 
been born in 1859. That while he was 
still a young boy his mother had died. 
That thereupon his father had put him 
in custody of a former housekeeper, in 
effect had deserted him. That he had 
grown up on a canal boat, a child of 
poverty and hardship. 

Attorney Jacobson began a search 
for documentary proof * disprove 
Foulke’s claim. He dug up Morrison 
family Bibles and old daguerreotypes. 
And among a collection of old letters 
he found one that James M. Morrison 
had sent to his son, Edward W. Morri- 
son, while the latter was on a whal- 
ing voyage in the year 1859. The let- 
ter was addressed to Morrison, then an 
apprentice seaman, at Honolulu, in the 
Sandwich Islands. This letter was en- 
tered in the court records just the 
other day. It gives a vivid glimpse 
into the forgotten past.

Up to this point, Bud had not bitten 
the law.

Dr. Guthrie, admittedly something 
of a sensationalist (he would call it 
‘“‘dramatizer of religion’’), reminds 
those who will listen that the combi- 
nation clinic has a precedent in the 
temples to Aesculapius in ancient 
Greece, where religious worship and 
healing were combined. Their cures 
were attributed to the modern belief 
that many ills are imaginary, 
anyway, and if enough hocus- 
pocus is indulged in the pa- 
tient will feel cured. At one 
time 200 of these shrines 
flourished, and trips to them 
were popular. 

Aesculapius, mythology says, 
achieved his reputation as 
a healer in the following 
somewhat roundabout and 
— complicated way: Apollo 
loved Coronis, daughter of 
Phieygas., So far, simple 
enough. However, according 
to a story, Coronis spurned 
Apollo and married a Lapith 
(whatever that may be) 
named Ischys. The pair lived 
happily together and Apollo would 
never have been the wiser (having 
many jobs to attend to) had not a 
bird told him. This was the raven, 
which was turned from white to black 
for its pains. Apollo slew Ischys and 
Artemis killed Coronis. Thereupon, 
Apollo, by a neat obstetrical trick, res- 
cued Coronis’ unborn child (Aescu- 
lapius) and put him under the care 
and tutelage of a smart centaur named 
Chiron. The centaur taught the young- 
ster many handy things, among them 
the art of healing, at which he became 
so proficient he could raise the dead 
to life. This angered Zeus, the story 
runs, who uncorked a thunderbolt and 
struck Aesculapius. 


UT the modern Aesculapian 
Bone at St. Mark’s-in-the-Bou- 

werie and its unusual clerical 
sponsor clearly have a fight on their 
hands. Dr. Cowles, who as a student 
observed the power of suggestion in 
the treatment of patients, is enthusi- 
astic about the clinic. 
“The majority of the vestry have 
undertaken arbitrarily, it seems, to 
break a relationship existing for 10 
years and to destroy an institution 
which ministers to the needs of many 
thousands of sick and meglected per- 
sons, says Dr. Cowles. ‘“‘On behalf 
of these people, the patients who have 
passed through the clinic and those 
who are in need of its services, I pro- 
pose to make sure that no harm shall 
come to the clinic.’’

RODIN MARBLE 


HIS marble by Rodin is the forty-third in a 
series of masterpieces which are being promi- 
nently displayed at the City Art Museum by 
Director Meyric Rogers. Each week one of 
the museum's rarest treasures is placed in 
the aicove to the left of the entrance. Each mas- 
terpiece will be reproduced in the Sunday 
Magazine of the Post-Dispatch, with an account by muse- 
um authorities of its history. The complete series will 
serve as an ercellent guide to the most precious posses- 
sions of the city's museum. The story of the marble 
follows: 


Though the title “‘Despair’’ has been given to this 
marble, Rodin himself would probably have preferred 
to give it, with the majority of his other works, merely 
a study number, such as a musician uses. The name 
does. however, indicate one aspect of the artist’s effort 
to embody the human spirit under violent emotion. 

Though Rodin was always a great admirer of clas- 
sical sculpture, and in his later years a collector of it, 
his work and point of view were so at variance with the 
accepted interpretation of classical form that he was 
almost 40 years old before any recognition came to 
him. He was born in Paris in 1840, of humble parent- 
age, his father coming from Normandy and his mother 
from Lorraine. At 14 he entered the Petite Ecole de 
Dessin, a school which had numbered Fremiet, Car- 
peaux and Dalou among its students. He gained some 
little honor at school, but failed to acquire the major 
awards. Necessity forced him to give the major part 
of his time to earning a livelihood as an assistant to 
various commercial sculptors, and except for his long 
experience in these practical ateliers, his whole train- 
ing consisted of his attendance at the Petite Ecole and 
a class given by Barye at the Louvre. 

In 1863 Rodin became studio assistant to the pop- 
ular sculptor Carrier Belleuse, a position he retained 
for almost 20 years, or until a government com- 
raission for the doors of the Musee des Arts Decoratifs 
gave him opportunity for fully independent work. Its 
subject, La Porte de I Enfer, drawn from Dante's 
“Inferno,” allowed full play to Rodin's imagination,
